Concentrate is intended for formulation into end use products for:

1. Terrestrial Non-food Crop, or Residential and Commercial Outdoor: Lawns, turfgrasses (including sod farms,)
ornamentals;

2. Greenhouse Non-food Crop or Residential and Commercial Indoor: Ornamentals.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
